|| SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct. 18.—Several days 
ago Mollie Crow, a very pretty girl, 24 
years old, called upon Justice of the Peace 
4 Fath and told hima story of abduction, 
revenge and murder which, for romantic 
‘conception, has scarcely, if ever, been 
equaled, even in the wildest imagin- 
ings of fiction. Her story was 
told in a clear, lucid manner, 
carrying with it a plausibility hard to con- 
nect with such improbable happenings. The 
circumstances related by the girl she em- 
phatically declared were an accurate ac- 
count, asfar as she could recollect, of her 
‘own life. Shesoughtthe assistance of the 
Justice in freeing her from the thraldom ofa 
woman who she claims is not her mother, 
though she has always stood in the position of

have appesled to Justice Fath, but he 
can do nothing. God knows I feel my help- 
lessness, Dut what can I do? A woman is 80 
much more helpless than a man would 
under such circumstances. But one hope re- 
mains. If my mother is still alive I am 
confident, from what that mysterious 
woman said, that she will never give 
up the search, and if my story only reaches 
her ears we may be reunited. I have worked 
sO long in secret without avail; now I want 
my story known. 1 get terribly discouraged 
at times, bnt only success or death can end 
my search for my mother. Only the other 
day I wrote to the Sheriff of St. Louis, telling 
him my story at length and begging him to 
assist me. have received no reply 
but trust that he wili not ignore my request. 
Iam going to write to other cities and states 
as I get the time, and shall never ‘give up 
while I live.’’ 

Mrs. Crow was seen ana positively claimed 
Mollie, or Ina, as the girl persists in calling 
herself, as her own daughter. She wept bit- 
terly when the reporter announced the pur- 
port of his visit, andat first begged to be 
spared a discussion of the case on the 
ground that she ‘*did not want 
to say a word against the girl.’’ She does 
not attempt to explain the story, merely 
denying in an emphatic manner that it has 
any foundation in fact. Shethinks that her 
daughter’s mind must be unhinged, though 
this statement was made with apparent un- 
willingness, 


Inguiry at the Sheriff’s office revealed the 
fact that a communication from the girl, 
Molife Crow or Ina Carlton had been received 
by mail several days ago. The document 
covers some seventeen pages of foolscap, 
and sets forth herremarkavle and romantic 
story at great length. In it the girl calls up- 
on God to witness the truth of the facts 
stated therein and beseeches the Sheriff in 
the name of sympathy and humanity to 
render her all the assistancein his power in 
her search for her lost mother. 

The writer commences by stating that her 
right name is Ina Carlton, or Carlson, and 
that years ago she was stolen from her 
mother for motives of revenge. 

What is written concerning my life, the letter 
reads, is truthfully told. * * Many of the 
incidents childhoed’s days are 4s 
clear in m memory as they, were 
when they occurred. I will describe evérything 
just as Iremember it, so that it may be plainly un- 
derstood.

Their Congress Convenes at the 
Art Institute, Chicago. 


After Introductory Proceedings Comp- 
,troller Eckels Makes an Address. 


HIS SPEECH ATTENDED BY GREAT IN- 
TEREST FROM ALL PRESENT. 


An Apology for His Presumption in Ad- 
dressing the Meeting, He Having Had 
No Experience as a Practical Finan- 
cier— The Happenings of Recent 
Months the Most Remarkable Ever 
Known by the 4£merican People—His 
Remarks in Full— The Proceedings. 


_CuHiIcaGco, Oct. 18.— After the meeting haa 
been called to order and a prayer had been 
offerea the programme at the Bankers’ Con- 
gress was begun at the Art Institute this 
morning by an address of welcome by Mayor 
Harrison. 

When the Mayor had set the ball rolling, 
President Wm. H. Rnawn of the American 
Bankers’ Association made a speech, 

The time of the congress was then taken 
up for a short time by the roll call and re- 
ports of officers. When these routine 
matters had been disposed of Hon. 
James H. Eckels, Comptroller of the 
Currency, appeared to make one of the prin- 
cipal addresses of the morning. The hall 
was not crowded, but all those who were 
present listened with intense interest to Mr. 
Eckels’ words. Considering the financial 
difficulties through which the country had 
passed since Mr. Eckels came into office, the 
bankers were especially interested to know 


what he would have to say. Mr. Eckels spoke 
as follows: 


Doubts have arisen in my own mind as te the pro- 
priety of one whois nota practical banker under- 
taking to discuss before this assemblage of experi- 
enced men questions bearing upon the conduct and 
operation of banks. And yet because of the official 
position which happens to be mire itis not inappro- 
priate that I sheuld bo here, if for no other reason 
than te form your personal acquaintance. 
is it impossible ut that from the 
tage ground of having under the 
the supervision 0 a system 0 bank 
ing which embraces within its fold almost 4,000 
national banks, capitalized to the extent of hun’ 
dreds of millions of dollars and having within their 
keeping more thanthree millions of the people's 
money, I might utter something gathered from an 
experience which, if brief in space of time, has at 
least been big with events in the history of 
American banking. 

It is. no exageratien of statement to say that the 
happenings of the months past from May tv Septem- 
ber must be accounted the most remarkable in every 
phase of flhancial beariags ever experienced by the 
American people. Heretofore in our financial dis- 
tresses the test of selvency has always been applied 
to store and factory, to great industrial enterprises 
and railway corporations. but within the period of 
those months an affrighted people, fearful of the

Fifth— Winter horse clothing and lap robes to date 
not later thao Oct. 1. 

Terms on all goods under no circumstances shall 
exceed ninety days net and no greater discount for 
cash shall be given than 2 per cent for thirty days or 
3 per cent for ten days. 

These datings were discussed by Messrs. 

Gordon, Meyer, Gustin, P. Burns, McCon- 
nell and the President, most of whom fought 
the datings, especially on strap work and 
horse collars.

The Position of Senators on the Van 


Alen Appointment. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—There seems 
now to be little doubt that the Senate will 
confirm the appointment of Van Alen as Am- 
bassadortoltaly. The case against Van Alen 
was proved long before the Senate Foreign 
Affairs Committee acted on the nomination. 
There was nota member of the committee 
who was not aware that the appointment 
was corrupt. And yet the committee re- 
ported favorably. So far as is known, the 
report was unanimous. If a minority dis- 
senteditissilent. The ground that is re- 
ported to be taken by the committee is ex- 
traordinary. It is that Van Alen must be 
proved guilty beyond a reasonable doubt, 
and by voluntary witnesses, before a com- 
mittee of Senators will flad him unworthy to 
represent the country as Ambassador of the 
United States. 

The Senate Committee practically an- 
nounces that it will not make an investiga: 
tion of charges of corruption against an ap- 
pointee. More than that, it announces that 
previous charges of Corruption will produce 
no effect ao it. 

In 1885 Henry B. Payne presented tothe 
Senate his credentials as a Senator from 
Ohio, He had been elected by the free use of 
money. A protest went up from the State 
that had been disgraced by its Legislature. 
The Senate listened to the evidence and gave 
to Payne a seat in the body of which Allen B. 
Therman had been a member, and who was 
defeated by Payne's Money and the money of 
the standard Oil Co. 

In 1691 Calvin 8. Brice was elected a Sena- 
tor from the same State. It was thoroughly 
well understood that if Brice had not been a 
man of great wealth he would not have been 
selected. Again the erywi outraged citizens 
was unheeded. The Senate refused to in- 
quire into the charges. Though he, like Van 
Alen, had never been in public life, yet, un. 
like Van Alen, he had taken part in the pres- 
idential campaign of 1888, asthe head of the 
National Committee, and had been a com- 
plete and ludicrous fallure. Senator Sher- 
man himself, however, referred only to the 
point that Brice Was not a resident of Ohio. 
The idea that he should not be a Senaior if 
he had bought his seat Seems not to have 
occurred to any member ot this ‘‘Aignined, 
deliberative body. 0 

These are not isolated instances. 
Senators have been accused of buying their 
seats. The Senate never inquires. It is not 
nice about the morals of its members, To. 
day Mr. Roach is waiting for the decision on 
his own case. He has h chosen Senator 
by North Dakota, Some years ago he con- 
fessed an embezzgiement committed in Wash- 
ington. Anumberof Senators, he hopes a 
majority, favor hig admission, on the ground

ay so greatly has the situation changed that, 
heaving in mind the past, both in the severity of the 
strain undergone and the long continuance of it, it 
weuld be in the light of present conditions, both un- 
fairand unjust todeny that the bankers of this 
country have exhibited masterful skill in coping 
with a situation rendered complex beyond anything 
heretofore known, by the withdrawals of currency 
by depositors on the ene hand and the pleacings of 
assistance on the part of merchant and manufacturer 
on the other. The course pursued has caused no 
depositor to complain, while the g-nerous trea'- 
ment ef mercantile interests in extension of credit 
and renewal of paper has prevented a panic in other 
directions, the far-reaching effect of which cannot 
be estimated. 

But while 1 of this. new evidence of the 
ability of our people to withstand the severest of 
financial ailments, it will not do to count too much 
upon the progress made toward recovery and the re- 
cuperative powers shown. Complete return to finan- 
cial health cannot be had so lene as the first great 
cause which covered all the land with doubt and uns- 
certainty and filled tne people's minds witn fear as 
to the stability of our financial institutions yet 
remains to plague the limes of business., cre- 
ate distrust at home and abroad as to 
the value of American securities, and bring 
to naught the efferts of those, whain the midst 
of present disaster and threatened ruin yet main- 
tain full faith in the coming of better times. Until 
our financial laws accord with those that govern 
tne world's trade, onr currency takes ona uni- 
formity and elasticity that now are wholly lacking 
and our peopie arerid of the pernicious doctrine 
that money which is cheap and pooner isa blessing 
and asource of wealth instead ofa curse and the 
cause of financial panic and ultimate poverty, we 
cannot but expect at stated periods a recurrence of 
conditions such as have and do still threaten us. 

But it is said that Im bringing about a different 
and other set of financial laws, the banking inter- 
ests must hold aloof. It is a striking illustration of 
the extent of which unreasoning passion and preju- 
dice have creptinto our pelitics that in the pres- 
ent emergency whieh confronts the country bankers 
are compelled to hesitate as to the advisability from 
the standpoiat of prudence, of actively urging the 
repeal of a measure which stands confessedly 
as the source in the largest degree of 
past disaster and a dire menade to fu- 
ture prosperity. Surely the banking interests 
of the country are vast enough and of sufficient im- 
port to warrant arespectful hearing and careful con- 
sideration without areusing either the passions or 

rejudices of any fair minded citizen ef the Republie. 
ft may be that bankers are selfish, but not more so, 
I venture, than men in other walks of life. Surely 
not more so than the silver interests, which to-day 

the most loudly against them, 
t with an inconsistency 60 marked 
hat w runs read. are 
with selfish indifference to public good, 
pot only blocking the wheels of legislation at Wash- 
ington, but unmindful of the voice of people and of 
ress, are making the fundamertal prinapie of our 
Gevecnmens. the right ef the majority to control. a 
hissing and a by-word,’’ that theirown seifsh pur- 
poses may find fruition in legisiative enactment that 
will compel the Government to be the special patron 
of their special product.

the August Visitation. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Oct. 18.—While the hur- 
ricane which swept along the Atlantic coast 
from the 25th to the 28th of August was terri- 
dle, it was dwarfed by the storm of last week. 
In the neighborhood of the town of George- 
town there are a number of small islands on 
which a few aristocratic white families and 
a great many negroes live, and it was there 


that the full fury of the storm was felt. The 
tide, which is always high and strong on that 
part of the coast, rose fullfive feet higher 
than usual, and everything was swept away 
before it. 

The reports are very slow coming in from 
that recion on account of its inaccessibility, 
but it isbelieved that a large percentage of 
the negro population has perished. These 
islands are all low and flat, with very little 
high ground with few substantial trees, such 
as would afford shelter, Many of the islands 
are favorite summer resorts, on account of 
the extensive benches. How many lives 
were lost on these islands may never be 
known. 

The effect of this latest disaster will de 
r to extend the desolated area forty 
or fifty miles further. Georgetown is north 
of Charleston, and hitherto nearly all the 
suffering has been on the islands lying south 
of here. ihe damage by the latter storm ap- 
pears to have been more, and the suffering 
will therefore be greater, Besides addin 
hundreds to the number of people who wil 
have to be supported, this storm has greatly 
increased the suffering among the original 
sufferers.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18,—Prominent 
Catholics in this city predict that the visit of 
Dr. Burtselltothe Pope will result not only 
in his vindication and restoration, but in his 
promotion. His offense, if he has committed 
any, is a part ot the famous McGlynn case. 
He sought to protect his friend, Dr. Me- 
Glynn, from a too severe punishment for de- 
liverances objectionable to the Archbishop of 
New York. It is said here that there is noth- 


ing in the record going to show that Dr. Bart- 
sell either encouraged Dr. McGlynn’s ex- 
treme utterances or that he indorsed them. 
The head and front of his offending was in 
urging that a larger spirit of liberality ought 
to be exhibited towards a man whose oc- 
casional extravagances of speech were more 
than counterbalanced by the purity of his 
heart and the usefulness of his daily labors. 
And since this view of the McGlynn case has 
been taken both by Archbishop Satolli and 
the Holy Father himself, no doubt whatever 
is entertained here that the Pope will re- 
move the disabilities under which Dr. Burt- 
sell has been laboring. 

But the more interesting int made here 
is that out of his very afflictions will proceed 
larger influence and importance to Dr. Burt- 
sell than he has hitherto enjoyed. He is in 
thorough touch and sympathy with the 
Pope’s policy respecting education in the 
United States, and this fact is emphasized by 
the record inthe McGlynn case. He cham- 
pions, as the Pope does, the institutions of 
this country, and especially freedom of 
speech and the right of Catholic parents to 
send their children to the public schools. It 
is asserted here that, next to Archbishop 
Ireland, Dr. Burtsell has given the ablest 
and most convincing expression of views on 
this most important point yet heard 
from an American ecclesijastic. It is 
believed, therefore, that when Dr. Burt- 
sell returns home he will undertake 
more important work than that pertaining to 
the administration of a parish; that he will 
be a factor in the national policy of the 
church in this country and assist in applying 
the new propaganda. The Holy Father is 
laying out a great work for his people in the 
United States, and naturally he is seeking for 
those who not only anderstand best the in- 
stitutions of the country, but who most 
thoroughly anderstand his own views about 
improv ag the present opportunity of spread- 
ing the Catholic faith. Archbishop Satolii 
will remain at the head of this movement, 
and the duty may devolve upon him of as- 
signing Dr. Burtsell to his own work. If this 
should prove to be true Dr will be 
well provided for.

St. Louis was not saved from the worst 
humiliation when Patrolman Dundon 
barely averted the lynching of a negro 
ravisher by a mob within the limits of the 
city yesterday. Something worse than a 
temporary outbreak of mob violence is the 
continuing conditions which afford cause 
and excuse for it. 

If ravisher Jones had been lynched St. 
Louis would have had to confess with 
shame that it was a legitimate consequence 
of a failure of the regular machinery af law 
enforcement to accomplish the object for 
which it is established and maintained. 
The records of the criminal courts are re- 
plete with cases in which justice has been 
defeated through unwarrantable delay, 
trickery and corrupt influences. The case 
of the negro who was the object of the 
mob’s vengeance affords a most pertinent 
illustration of this fact. He had just been 
released froin the penitentiary, where he 
had served a paltry term of two years for 
the grave offense for which an attempt 
was made to lynch him, 

In the very issue of the newspaper in 
which the account of the lynching attempt 
appeared was a list of cases in which 
offenders guilty of the grossest crimes 
were lot off under pleas of guilty with 
petty J jail and Work-house sentences.

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A HUMILIATING REVOLUTION, 

Concerning the violation of the consti- 
tution now going on in the United States 
Senate Judge T. M. Cooley, one of the 
ablest constitutional lawyers in the coun- 
try, writes: 

If it is true that the majority cannot force 
a vote, a revolution has in some manner 
been. effected in the Government—It is no 
longer the Government our fathers created, 
but one so changed by one legislative body 
that a minority in that body may at pleasure 
defeat any legislative measure, I feel humil- 
lated as an American citizen—more than 
that, I feel robbed of liberties that would 
never have been voluntarily surrendered by 
the people. The Constitution is violated in 
one of its most important particulars, and 
not, so far as we can see, for once merely, 
but in a way that for all time leaves it at the 
mercy of a few persons. 

These are plain words. A revolution has 
in some way been accomplished; the old 
rule which gave the majority the right to 
enact legislation has been set aside, and it 
now requires a unanimous vote to pass a 
bill through the Senate. A minority, no 
matter how small, has the power to block 
legislation, dictate terms of compromise 
and put back progress or improvement ac- 
cording to its whim or interest. This is 
revolution. It alters the character of the 
Government, deprives the people of the 
benefit of their rights and places the coun- 
try at the mercy of any band of unscrupu- 
lous adventurers or freebooters who may 
wish to keep a law on the statute book 
which they may have found profitable to 
themselves. 3 

This question is more important than 
the repeal of thesilver law or the reform 
of thetariff. The rule of the minority 
strikes at the very existence of self-gov- 
ernmentand popular rights. A group of 
individuals having got themselves elected 
to the Senate subordinate their public du- 
ties to their personal interests, and, in- 
stead of remaining inactive during the 
consideration of questions which may af- 
fect their private fortunes, as was the cus- 
tom in the earlier history of the Govern- 
ment, set themselves up as dictators, 
clothed with power to preserve the privi- 
leges of special interests against the rights 
of the people. There are infinite possibil- 
ities in the situation which time will un- 
fold. 

Such a revolution, however, can be made 
fruitful only by the cowardly acquiescence 
of the majority. The constitution and 
laws are of higher validity than the rules 
of the Senate under which this change has 
been brought about. It is only necessary 
for the majority to employ the constitu- 
tional means at their disposal. If the 
majority have the will they can find the 
way. If they are in earnest in their desire 
to vindicate the constitution and preserve 
the rights of the people they can put an 
end to the paradoxical pretense that a 
minority is worth as much for legislative 
purposesasamajority. Theresponsibility 
rests, after all, where it was placed by the 
constitution.

German Epworth League Convention at 
Salem M. E. Church, Fifteenth and Wash 
streets, opened this morning wit a prayer 
service conducted by Rev. will Wilken- 
ing, pastor of Ebenezer Church, this city. 
The report of the Credentials Committee was 
received and adopted. The draft of the eon- 
stitution for the national organization, sub- 
mitted by the Executive Committee, was 
taken up and discussed clause by clause. 
After a long debate the convention adopted 
the name suggested, namely Junger- Bund, 
composing the Thirteenth General Confer- 
ence District -of the Epwortn League, 
Some wanted to call it the Ger. 
man Epworth League, to pre- 
serve in the title the organization’s 
Teutonic character. The term Junger bund, 
signifyiag young — py society, was finally 
fixed upon. The object of the society was set 
forth in the second clause as being to develop 
a pp character among the young 
members of the German M.E.Church tn their 
spiritual, intellectual and social lives. This 
specification was adopted without debate. 
The third clause specified who wereelegible 
for delegates to the national conventions and 
the question was raised as to the 
admission of 


n their church. 
were eligible as 

f local leagues, all 
siding elders. The fou clause precipi- 
tated a prolonged debate. It provided that 
each local society should be entitled to one 
delegate to the nationalconvention for each 
fifty members. Many wanted to have twea- 
ty-ve members the basis of represen- 
tation, and a substitute was of- 
fered to allow one delegate for 
twenty-five members, provided no society 
have more than two delegates. It was in the 
end determined to have one delegate from 
each society with a membership below fifty, 
two from each society with fifty mem- 
bers and an additional delegate for 
every twenty-five members above fifty. 
The convention then took a recess for dinner 
after the ew had been sung in chorus 
and benediction had been given by Rev. Wm. 
Koennecke of St. Joseph, Mo. 

The general topic for discussion this after- 
noon was Four Conditions for Success for 
Our Society. Prof. G. B. Addicks of Central 
Wesleyan College, Warrenton, Mo., reviewed 
the first ‘*Hearts Consecrated to God,“ and

Frenchmen Now Feel More Confidence in 
the Stability of the Republic and the 


Than for Twenty Years—Does This 
Elation Menace the Peacs of Burope?— 
Foreign: 


PaRIs, Oct. 18,—The French newspapers 
publish long comments upon the sympathy 
expressed by the Russians at the death of 
Marshal MacMahon and seem greatly pleased 
at it. 

The Czar’s — thanks to President 

Carnot for the co s extended to the 
Russian sailors at Toulon and in Paris has 
also greatly p'eased the newspapers of this 
and other cities of France and it may be said 
that France and Frenchmen feel more confi- 
dent to-day inthe stability of the Republic 
and in the strength of their army and 
navy than they have done for twenty 
years past. It will thus be seen that the visit 
of the Russians to France has had a decidedly 
bracing effect upon France; but it is an open 
question whether this will not precipitate 
the long expected European war. France is 
now herself again—hot-tempered, touchy, 
extra sensitive, chivalrous to a very high de- 
gree, proud of her army and navy, strong in 
her likes and dislikes, quick to resent an in- 
jury, whether real or fancied. Thus France 
is more dangerous to the peace of Europe 
than she was a week ago. 
After ali thisis simmered down to bottom 
facts the wild, extravagant enthusiasm 
shown bythe French people toward their 
guests means but one thing—the extreme de- 
ight France feels at the idea that Ressia is 
ready to fight with her, and not the satisfac- 
tion anation would feel at the prospects of 
peace in the future. Fighting enthusiasm 
was displayed at Toulon and at Paris, the 
enthusiasm of 1870, when ‘‘a Berlin’’ rang 
from the Mediterranean to the British Chan- 
nel, and from the Atlantic to the Prussian 
frontier; those people who went wild yester. 
day cheering ‘‘Vive la Russie’’ were in their 
hearts crying ‘‘ Vive la revanche.’’ 

And so, in spite of the Czar’s warning, in 
spite of Carnot’s orders, the spirit of war is 
stirring up the enthusiastic millions of 
France and urging them on to battle in spite 
of their leaders. Behind all those toasts to 
the peace and prosperity of France was 
thinly concealed the toast to the brotherhood 
in arms expected to exist between Russia and 
France when the war trumpet calls all 
Europe to arms. Those toasts were the 
toasts of war and not the toasts of peace, 


and nobody knows this better than tke cool, 
calculating, wakeful minds of Germany, 
Italy, Austria and England. 

Some peaceful demonstrations are more 
dangerous than warlike outbursts. The en- 
thusiasm shown bythe French people is a 
clear-cut demonstration of this, It shows 
with what wild enthusiasm France would at 
a moment’s notice goto war with Russia by 
her side. It shows the real feeling at the 
bottom of French hearts, and the European 
ships of state will need very careful handling 
inthis cycionic weather in ordertoaverta 
clash and one or more wrecks. 


AFFAIRS AT HONOLULU. 

HONOLULU, Oct. 11, via San Francisco, Oct. 
18,—Rumors of political plots by the Royalists 
to restore the Queen have been prevalent, but 
nothing definite has developed. It is stated 
thatthe objectof Robert Louls Stevenson’s 
visit hereis tostudy out plans regarding 
Samoa. The Germans threatened to send 
him out of Samoa in case the islands were 
annexed by Germany, aud Stevenson is try- 
ing to prevent annexation to save his 
da moan estates. 

President Dale returned this afternoon, 
but it is doubtfulif he assumes his office at 
once, as his health is not yet good enough. 

The subsidy of $1,250 a month due the 
Oceanic Steamship Co, has not been paid for 
several months and it will not be paid in the 
future unless ordered by a vote of the coun- 
cll. It is belteved here that Spreckles has 
formed an alliance with the Pacific Mall, 
whereby the latter company will not compete 
for Honolulu business. The Pacific Mail has 
raised its passenger rates to San Francisco 25 
per cent over Spreckles’ rates. It is believed 
this combination is the reason for the Gov- 
ernment’s determination to pay no more 
subsidy tothe Spreckles line. Ihe financial 
condition of the Government is very satis- 
tactory. 


HOME RULE TO BE SHELVED. 

LONDON, Oct. 18.—The Right Hon. Henry 
Asquith, Secretary of State for Home Affairs, 
made an important announcement last 
night at Glasgow. Mr. Asquith rectified the 
general impression formed after the delivery 
of Mr. Gladstone’s speech at Edinburgh re- 
cently that the home rule question would be 
revived during the coming session of Par. 
llament. 

The Home Secretary continuing, said that 
though home rule would always be kept in 
view by the Government, the next session of 
the House of Commons would be devoted to 
a realization of the Newcastle programme. 
This really means that the fears of the 
friends of home rule have been realized, ana 
that the great Irish question will be shelved 
for some time to come.

We extend to you our heartfelt thanks, 
and believe us when we say we consider 
you to be as great ahero as any in the 
service, and special mention of service is 
ordered on record in both departments of 
the service.“ ) 

Col. W. A. H. Sillowaye resides at 8

AS SEEN IN BALTIMORE. 

James Cardinal Gthbons, in whose honor 
the celebration is to be held, isa small man, 
whose unassuming manners and modest re- 
serve would give no indication to the passer- 
by of the dignity he holds in the church or 
the influence he wields upon thousands of 
people. One could scarcely notice him in the 
passing throng, so quickly does he stride 
along, and so modestly. 

Ile rarely raises his eyes save when his 
attention is attracted by the salutation of 
some acquaintance, and then the greeting 18 
as courteously returned, Nothing ts his at- 
tire gives any indication of his rank, save 
that his frock coat isa trifle longer and his 
stove-nipe hat a trifie higher, and both ap- 
parently somewhat inore worn than in case 
ofthe ordinary individual. If the passer- 
7 turned around he might catch a 
giimpse of the Cardinal’s cap protruding 
just a little balow his stove- pipe, and the 
back of the Cardinal’s necktie obtrusively 
working its way above the coat collar. A 
walking cane is his usual companion, which 
he uses energetically to help propel him 
along. Asceticin his eating, and regular in 
his mode of livingthe Cardinal is, despite 
his fifty-nine years, his arduous duties and 
delicate responsibilities, a hearty, lithe, 
young wan, who can walk faster and farther 
than those who have thus far challenged 
him, Ile is an agreeable companion on a 
walk, but is generally unaccompanied, as 
few persons after one experience cares to 
indulge in a second walking match. 

A GENTLEMAN AND SCHOLAR. 

Personally, he is very affable and gentle in 
his manners, and until his duties became 80 
burdensome, andthe calls upon nis time so 
great, was always approachable. No one 
had any need tosend a card or give a name 
then. there was no formality nor con- 
descension about him, and every who 
had a question to ask might always as- 
sured ofan Opportunity to ask it And go t a 
courteous answer. The Cardinal is to-day as

NOT A CARDINAL BISHOP." 
Cardinal Gibbons has often been spoxen of 
asacardinal bishop. This, however, is not 
correct. It appears that there are a great 
many distinetions among the different kinds 


of cardinals, so thatinall probability very 
few ordinary Catholics, let alone Protest- 
ants, know anything whatever about them. 
There are — six cardinal bishops in the 
Roman Catholic Church. They are the in- 
cumbents of theesix suburban sees of Rome. 
They are always Roman und formerly wielded 
extraordinary influence. In the constitution 
Postquam Vetus ol Sixtus v. the regula- 
tion in regard to cardinals was made which 
33 to-day. By this it was ordered that 

he numder of cardinals should never exceed 
seventy, divided as follows: Six of Episcopal 
rank, holding the suburban sees; fifty 
described as priests, holding a corresponding 
number of titles or parishes in Rome, and 
fourteen called Geacons. There are nearly 
always vacancies among the priests and dea- 
cons, Cardinal Gibbons is of priestly rank, 
and in ‘accordance with the rule just sum- 
marized is assigned to the parish of Santa 
Maria Transtiberiam, in Rome.
